1.RICHARD WOODARD FOX 


Richard Woodard Fox was born January 20, 1810 in Sperryville, VA and 
died in Lewis County WV in April 1900. He came to western VA as a boy 
with his widowed grandmother, Elizabeth Dayton Woodard. They arrived in 
Clarksburg, Harrison County, VA on the March 19, 1817. In due course, 
they bought land on Davisson Run, Harrison County from Jacob Israel. 

Richard Fox was married February 25, 1836 to Matilda J. Woodard, 
born 
August 8, 1808 in Sperryville, VA died in Lewis County WV March 5, 1885. 
He brought his bride to Davisson Run, Harrison County, VA. In 1852, 
Richard bought a farm from Josiap Clemens on the main fork of Kincheloe 
Creek. The farm was in Lewis County with half across the creek in 
Harrison County. 

In 1861, Matilda went VA to visit her father. The Civil War broke 
out while she was away and she was unable to come home until 1864.
